NAACP and entitled "Police Charged with Racial Hostility". A photo- 
static copy of this article is attached hereto. 


Lr. HUFF informed the agent they felt the police were not affording ade- 
quate protection to the negro family as outlined in the enclosure and 
he desired that a conference be arranged for that afternoon between the 
Special Agent in Charge of the Chicago Office, or anyone selected by 
him, and OSCARC. BROWN, attorney of the NAACP, and several other repre- 
sentatives of this organization. According to Mr. HUFF, the purpose 

of this conference was to seek federal intervention in the matter. He 
expressed the opinion that unless federal intervention was forthcoming, 
the situation outlined in the enclosure would result in a racial riot. 
Mr. HUFF acknowledged the fact he realized this was a matter for the 
local authorities but took the position that failure of the local police 
to give adequate protection necessitated TYederal intervention to pre- 
vent an outbreak. He stated ‘he would contact the office at a later
